rotheir own ule, as much as in them Jav; been 
ſcandalizd in his funt1on, abulcd inhis credit 
and reputation, ingaged 1n an unneceſſary and to.

(as neare as they could 'by many uniuſt and y1l- 
lanous ſuggeftions' they have indeavourcd the 
raking avvay of his veric life, to the cternall oblo- 
quie and diſgrace of Your Petioner.

Hat the neceſliric,juſtice& conſcience of the Par- 
laments Armes did ingage me with the ficlt

and awpic cloud of witnefles, eſpecially in Zin»-,during the 
Sicdge whereof, my ſufferings by the adyerſe party were hca- 
vie upon me. And howeyerthe malignity and vitious condiri- 
onof my adyerſarics, hath indeayoured with all poſſible paines 
and ſabrilry, ro traduce wy credit, abuſe my funAion, ingage 
me to the expence of that private meanes which God had 
bleſt me with,whuch was an annuity of 30. 1. per av. in Linxe 
and debarring me (as much as in them lay) from the injoying 
of chat generall Salary, to which 1 was lawtully appropriated, 
and into which { was legally indufted ; yer L wake nodoubs {0 
cleatly toevidence my rightand integrity, both inthe acquiſi- 
tion and proſecution of my Title rothe Parſonage; asit will 
not only produce an cafic conceſſion tothe truth and jultice of 
my defires ; but will alſo returne both ſhame and intamy in 
their faces, who ſo violently endeavoured the procurement of 
my utter ruine and diſgrace.

arreſted by one /ohn Flemming, and committed into the only 
and proper cultady of one Nich. Smith ain Ale-houſe Keeper, 
whoſe Alc-honſc fur his extravagant and notorious deboilh- 
ments I had formerly procured to be pur down. Jn revenge 
wherceot, the feare of my eſcape, as he pretended, ingage'd hi 
to ſecure me with a ſtrong guard inthe nextroome, butint 
Interim afforded me a viht, which brought this comfort onl 
to me, to expet nomore fayour, then could be prepared i 
the Stocks or the Spitle- Houſe. In order to which the very 
m-'rning» though they failed in the manner,they did notint 
matter of their calumny ; for | had a Conyoy tothe Commit:

did play the leaſt in fights yet with a narucal} and fraudulene 
ſubrilty, by the aJuancage of my abſence. he potlcfſed himſclfe 
by order fromthe Biſhop of the Dioceſe, and challenged 
the tythes of the Par1ſhiopers with great threarnings and ( to 
keepe me the becter from the hearing of my canſc, or the ap- 
pearing at my cure ) the heightot their malice, brakein upon 
me:tor Nicolas Smith 'the former recited proſecutor of mine ) 
being made an inſtrurent tor the ſubornation of one fo, Atkins

the 16 of that inſtant /»ly while I was abſent both in perſon and 
councell , was theit day of hearing, againſt the juſtice of no- 
tice or Summone; that the Articles were not at all cranſmitred; 
thatneither a defence or a croſſ-examination was at all put in; 
And that the Narrative ( ſo long before Commanded ) was not 
rerarned , which in courſe ſhould have preceded all the 
former charges, by the recited Order of the 4. of Auguf; 
by which unjuſt and indire@ proceedings, a Sequeſtration(The 
only means to expoſe ine t9 an utter impoſſibility of (ubſiſting ) 
( in a manner tacitly and ſurreprtitiouſly )Jwas gained againſt me. 
For the reveifing of which,both common cquity and my 
proper intereſt, became my civill inftigation; 1n order ro which 
(after 13. weeks imptiſonment ) upon my motion to the Com» 
mittce tor plundered Miniſters my proſecutors were accor- 
dingly ſummoned to make their appearance the 9. of November 
$ce Order. 23. following, to ſhew cauſe why the order of {cqueſtration ſhould 
Ottober. notbe rcverſed;wherin as they neither did nor could depend up- 
onother reaſon,thenthe Arricles rhemſclves, ſothe tequeſtrari» 
on was illegaily procured, and theretore ought in all conſcience 
and reaſon to be made null. 

And becauſe upon the Hindg of this, the eſſence of my cauſe 
hath wateria;] motion;it cannot be amiſſe(as ſhortly as may be } 
" — my Reaſovps for the tuller Ight, and inforcement 
thereof. 

Firſt the Articles (their only'plea) were notoriouſly falſe,the 
witneſles ſuborn'd,and once ſupprefFd;and therfore the ſequeſ- 
tration procured upcn them was by evident ſuppriſall , and 
by = adyantage of my umpriſc nment, as formerly I | ave 
noted. 

Secondly, admit the articles true; yet is it juſtice to reyerſe 
that Order , becaule it croiſes ,and 14 mcerely amtipgodeto the 
Cuſtome, the PraQtiſe and Judgement of that horour-ble 
Commute.

Finally, upon the 16+ of Novemb. laſt, the cauſe arrived at a 
kind of hearing, wherein the Sequeſtrators ( as inthe total 
progrefle of the buſineflle} exalted rheir ſubcilty and induſtry in- 
tO ailthe yatious ſhapes and evaſions, that could poffibly be cx- 
peed from the urm»ſt cunning of ſuch artificers : tor they had 
not only made proviſion of ſome very ſtrong and power(ull 
friends within che Houſe for their further incouragement and 
countenancez but their orher mylterics and incticracies did work 
in ſo hiddeu and obſcure meancs, that (thuugh the face of truth 
was palpably orc'c!owded) it till ſurpal'd all poſſidle fcrutiny of 
mine, to tender hcr beauty and vigor cleare,or och=rwile ro ex- 
plicate their oghcr Engines. Fo: inſtead of pertinencies tothe 
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matter, they quaintly flew to the queſtioning of my title, ſo of- 
ten + þ va 4 by the recited, but alſo by many other 
orders; by a ſtrange purting meupon the proot of Dobbs his 
Scqueſtraticn; by ſeverall my ſtcrious and queſtionable teſtimo- 
Nics of theirs ; and by the utter over ballancing and ſuppreſſing 
ot thoſe more pregnane truths, which I both offer'd, and had 
ready tor my vindication. Nay, which heightned my grief,and |

I confeſſe my.nghts aregran:ed me by Orders from that ho» 
noutable Commurtee for plundered Minitters, but yer with fo 
caſte and mild a demand (tz. the S-queſtrators arerequired to 
p#1) that my crafty adverſaries (murd to the gaine) will rather 
aflo1d them their (corn: then obedience; nay, | am confident, 
that preſuming upon their aid and protzRic n, which they doe
